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SOMETHING ABOUT THE EXPORT 
OF FRIESIAN' HERD- 
BOOK CATTLE. 


K. N, Kuperus & Sons, Leeuwarden, 
Holland. 


In 1879 “The Friesian Herdbook As- 
sociation” was founded. The increas- 
ed export of Friesian cattle to ‘the 
United States of America dates from 
that time. 

In the said year 1879 came first Mr. 
Thomas B. Wales, then secretary of 
“The Holstein Herdbook Association 
of America,” and afterwards Mr. S. 
Hoxie, the Secretary of “The Dutch- 
Friesian Herdbook Association of Am- 
erica,” over from America for the first 
time, to buy Friesian breeding cattle. 

Among other cattle a heifer, about 
one and a half year old and in calf, 
was then sold by Mr. K. N. Kuperus to 
Mr, Th. B. Wales, which heifer was 
entered by Mr. Wales into the first 
mentioned Herdbook under the name 
of “Mercedes.” 

In 1883, partly owing to the afore- 
named cow “Mercerdes” the Friesian 
cattle obtained a great reputation 


abroad. According to the “Leeuward- 
er Courant” of 10 June 1895 the fol- 
lowing interesting particulars con- 
cerning this are to be found in the 
Annual Report of the Dutch Counsul- 
General at New York, Mr. Planten, 
who writes in it: 


“For many years two breeds of cat- 


tle have contended to get to the front 


in the United States: The Friesian 
Cattle, to which the somewhat strange 
name of “Holstein-Friesians’”’ has been 
given here, and the Jerseys. At all 
milk competitions, and at almost all 
cattle-shows these two breeds com- 
pete for the championship. Now one 
breed is the conqueror, then the other. 
In one district people prefer ure 
breed, in another district they prefer 
the other. 

“In the main, when following this 
contest impartially, we must ac- 
knowledge that both breeds are pretty 
well on a level. The Friesian cattle 
as a rule give more milk, the Jerseys, 
fatter milk. It is true, the Friesian 
cattle, whose original low percentage 
of fat has been really increased in

America, have of late given on an 
average, not only more milk, but also 
at least as much butter as the Jersey 
cattle; the Dutch cow usually also 
surpasses the Jersey cow in weight, 
and if we reduce the milk and butter 
record 'to live weight, or to the quant- 
ity of fodder taken, both breeds are 
pretty well on a level. 

“If, however, one wishes to prefer 
one breed to another, local circum- 
stances must decide one’s choice. 

“Among these the fertility of the 
soil is of great importance, as, in ac- 
cordance with nature, the heavier 
Friesian cattle require rich food, 
hence a more fertile soil. 

“As late as the early eighties the 
Dutch cows were generally consider- 
ed by the farmers of the United 
States, as giving much milk, of 
which the fat percentage was, how- 
ever, low. The ‘breeders of the Jer- 
sey and Gurnsey cattle mockingly 
called the Dutch cows ‘the milk and 
water breed.’ 

But in 1883 ‘Mercedes,’ a cow be- 
longing to Mr. Thomas B. Wales, lowa 
City, Iowa, and out of the famous 
herd of Mr. Kuperus at Marssum, 
near Leeuwarden, made the farmers 
of the United States think differently 
by her monthly butter record of 99 lbs. 
614 ounces, which surpassed that of 
the principal representative of the 
Jersey-breed, the famous cow ‘Mary 
Ann’ of St. Lamber. From tthat mo- 
ment the Friesian cattle have been 
foremost with regard to the butter 
record of cows individually. The 
brilliant victory of Mercedes’ was fol- 
lowed, year after year by numerous 
other victories of the Friesian cattle; 
their butter record continually in- 
creased, the excellent qualities shown 
by ‘Mercedes’-constantly spread. The 
number of cows giving 6,000, 7,000, 
8,000 lbs. of milk a year is very large.” 
ete. 

In those years several hundreds of 
young cattle were exported for breed- 


ing purposes from Friesland to Am- 
erica. 

In 1884 more than 800 of these ani- 
mals, partly entered in the Friesian 
Herdbook and Calfherdbook, were ex- 
ported to the United States by the 
medium of Mr. K. N. Kuperus. 

After 1880, various countries, such 
as South Africa, Sweden, Russia, and 
many other countries besides, began 
to import our Friesian Herdbook cat- 
tle. 

In the “Leeuwarder Courant’ of 12 
December 1896 we find some informa- 
tions taken from the Annual Report 
of Mr. F. J. Domela Nieuwenhuis, at 
that time the Dutch Counsul-General 
at Pretoria. There we read a. 0.: 

“The well-known Friesian cattle- 
breeder Mr. Kuperus has already ex- 
ported a great many of his cattle ito 
South Africa, and, as I have perceived, 
he also spreads pictures of his cattle.” 
etc. 

In the “Franeker Courant” of 2 
February 1896 we read what follows: 

“Export of Friesian Herdbook Cattle. 

“As a proof that Friesian Herdbook 
Cattle are spread rather far over the 
earth may serve the fact that during 
the preceding month a consignment 
of cattle was forwarded bij Mr. K. N. 
Kuperus at Marssum to Cape Colony 
(South Africa), another to Chile 
(South America), and a third to Ade- 
laide (South Australia). If we more- 
over take into consideration the high 
transport expenses and the long voy- 
ages, respectively 30, 45 and 60 days, 
it will be clear that Friesian Herdbook 
Cattle are highly appreciated abroad.” 

In 1901 the first deputation, sent 
by the Japanese Government, and con- 
sisting of the following gentlemen: 
Viscount K. Fujinami, Master of the 
Horse to the Japanese Emperor, and 
Doctor S. Nuyama, Director of the Im- 
perial Stud Farm at Tokio, came to 
Friesland to buy cattle, and the con- 
signment of the Friesian Herdbook 
Cattle, partly for the Imperial Farm, 
was bought and forwarded by our 
medium to Japan. 


Similar shipments are repeated now 
and then, chiefly on behalf of the 
Government experimental farms, 
founded by the Japanese Government, 
and spread all over the country. 

In July 1905 a deputation sent by 
the K. K. Landwirtschaft Gesell- 
schaft” at Krakau, Galicia, Austria, 
and consisting of the following gentle- 
men: Feliks Sandoz, Karl von Czecz, 
Gustav Szaszkievicz, Ladislaw Zelen- 
ski, and ‘Aleksander Dambski, came 
to Friesland and bought by our medium 
the first consignment of Friesian 
Herdbook Cattle for the above men- 
tioned Association. 

From what precedes it appears that 
more and more countries both inside 
and outside Europe require our Fries- 
ian Herdbook ‘Cattle. Many foreign- 
ers, who came hither and bought cat- 
tle for breeding purposes from us or 
by our medium honoured us with their 
portraits. Some of them we have 
reprinted here; also a few of the cat- 
tle, exported by us. 

The following is a short descrip- 
tion of the farms at Marssum and En- 
gelum near Leeuwarden, Friesland, 
Holland, the homes of the two young- 
est partners of the firm of K. N. Ku- 
perus & Sons, breeders and exporters 
of Friesian Herdbook Cattle, and of 
some of the methods of cattle breed- 
ing. 

The area of these farms is 187 acres 
(—76 H.A.), and the land, heavy ‘clay- 
soil, is all under grass. 

The whole is divided into sections 
of from two to about ten acres. About 
one-third of the whole area is used 
for pasture, the other two-thirds be- 
ing devoted to the production of hay. 

When in the early part of the sum- 
mer the grass has been mown and the 
hay is in the barn, the cattle are al- 
lowed to graze on this portion of the 


-farms, too, though if the aftermath of 


grass is very good, portions of it may 
be mown a second time for hay or en- 
silage.

and 45 calves, all herdbook cattle, be- 
sides about 50 Friesian herdbook 
sheep and lambs and 6 horses are kept 
on the farms. 

The cattle are turned out to grass 
in the early part of May and are never 
stabled till about the beginning of No- 
vember, If the weather should be 
cold, the cows are blanketed. The 
calves are put in the barn at night 
for the first fortnight after they are 
turned out in May. 


Cows and yearling heifers are sery- 
ed as a rule, principally in May or 
June ,jthat they may calve in February 
or March of the next year. These 
heifers are then about two years old. 


In summer ‘the cows and heifers get 
nothing but grass. The cows are 
milked twice daily, at 4 o’clock a. m., 
and at 4 o’clock p. m. Until about the 
middle of June the calves are fed, 
twice a day, with a ration consisting 
of whey and butter milk and 1 litre of 
full milk, mixed with some linseed 
cake meal. Butter milk is the residue 
after making butter, and whey is resi- 
due after making cheese. 

After the middle of June the older 
heifer calves get no more full milk. 
The younger calves and the bull- 
calves continue to get the above food, 
to which is added some milk of Fries- 
ian Sheep. 

From about the 1st of November till 
about the 1st of May the cattle are 
kept in the stables, and during this 
period the cows and heifers get plenty 
of hay. : 

As an extra food we give barley 
meal and linseed cake meal mixed 
with water, or dried pulp with linseed 
cake meal and Soyameal, prepared in 
the same way. Besides this we give 
1 kilo of linseed cake before calving, 
which is increased to 2 kilo’s of lin- 
seed cake after calving, or 1 kilo of 
Soya cake or earthnut cake. 

Besides hay the heifer calves get 
% kilo of linseed cake and % kilo of 
linseed cake meal mixed with whey 


and water, or water only, and 1 kilo of 
linseed cake. 

The bull calves get a little more of 
these concentrated foods, especially 
as they grow older and winter ad- 
vances. 

Immediately after their birth the 
calves are taken from their dams, and 
put on dry straw at a place in the 
barn in which the temperature is 
suitable. Here they are rubbed dry 
with straw. When about an hour old 
they are given a little of the dam’s 
milk and after this during the first 
three days they get of the dam’s milk 
three times a day. 


After the first three days they get 
full milk twice a day, till they are two 
or three weeks old. For the next four 
weeks they are fed on full milk and 
butter milk and after that they get 
whey, some butter milk, and some full 
milk, until they are turned on the 
pasture. 

It is very difficult to define exactly 
the ration to be given to calves, as one 
animal can digest much more than 
another. It is therefore advisable 
always to charge the same man with 
the feeding of the calves, as by con- 
stant observation he will be able to 
guard against over-feeding and under- 
feeding. 

Since 1897 the milk of the cows has 
been weighed and tested for butter 
fat by a certified milk controller at ev- 
ening the mext morning once every 
fortnight. Of late years several milk 
controlling associations have been es+ 
tablished consisting of 12—36 meny 
bers. These associations have, in pro- 
portion to the number of members, 
one milk controller and 1 or 2 samp- 
lers, who weigh the milk of every 
cow every fortnight, take a sample of 
the milk in the evening and the next 
morning, and test it at ithe local co- 
operative creameries or butter factor- 
ies where the milk of 800—2000 cows 
is manufactured into butter and 
cheese, the milk being paid for ac-

cording to the percentage of butter 
fat. Of the quantity of milk sent to 
the factory the farmer gets back 
gratis 70 per cent. of whey and 12 
per cent. of butter milk, in addition to 
which he can buy some extra butter 
milk from the creamery for his calves. 

The Friesian Herdbook Association 
has appointed a head controller, who 
again controls the work of the above 
mentioned milk controllers and 
samplers, so that the milk records, 
published by the above mentioned As- 
sociation, are official. 

At the Annual Show of Herdbook 
Cattle at Leeuwarden on 30 August 
1900, three of our cows were awarded 
first prize for the highest butter rec- 
ord, and three cows were awarded 
first prize for the highest milk rec- 
ord. 

All these cows had calves again 
about one year from the time of their 
previous calving in 1889, when the rec- 
ords began.

“Pietertje”’ takes a good picture, 
but like many of our own kind he im- 
proves mightily on acquaintance. 
Those who see him—and better yet 
those who become acquainted with 
him—those who are judges—are im- 
pressed with the fact that he is a 
great individual. Individuality in an 
animal, as in a man, consists in more 
than form. He fills the bill in con- 
formation even better than his pic- 
ture would indicate. But what is much 
more, from a calf he possessed a dis- 
position that is animated but friend- 
ly; he has a will of his own, but shows 
no signs of viciousness. These traits 
bespeak a prevailing prepotency and 
a safety of handling that are not com- 
monly found together ‘but are worth 
more than money can estimate. 

In disposition as in conformation 
and markings he is the perfect em- 
bodiment of his distinguished mother 
—at least as much so as a son Can 
be like his mother. She has had the 
honor place on the first page of this 
esteemed periodical twice. She de- 


served it. The first time was after 
she made her first four world’s rec- 
ords in the spring of 1910. The sec- 
ond was in the spring of 1911 after 
she beat her own records in two 
points without having ‘been overiak- 
en in either of them. Notwithstand- 
ing the remarkable records of the 
past 2 years this cow has never been 
beaten by any one cow in both milk 
and butter for 30 days. This record 
is: milk 3376.5; butter, 145.11. 

All things considerd she is entitled 
to be calld the Queen of dairy cows: 
When she made her 30-day record in 
butter it placed her nearly 5 Ibs. 
ahead of any other cow of any age or 
breed. It was a year before she was 
overtaken. Then two cows excelled 
her butter record, though each of them 
iby the fraction of a pound only in 30 
days, while she was over 800 Ibs. of 
milk ahead of each. Their records, 
therefore, great as they were, did not 
compare with hers. After two years 
a third cow has outdistanced her 
nearly 12 Ibs. of butter in 30 days. 
Marvelous indeed! It was a magni- 
ficent victory on the butter score, but 


this cow is nearly 900 tbs. of milk 
behind De Kol Queen La Polka 2d. 
One hundred Ibs. of skimmed milk is 
worth at least 1 th, of butter—it is 
worth more to the man who sells 
whole milk. Thus it will be seen that 
even this later rival’s superiority is 
held in question if only the records 
are taken into account. 

In order to estimate the worth of a 
cow’s record, however, the condi- 
tions preceding and attending the 
test must be taken into account. 
Several conditions enhance the value 
of De Kol Queen La Polka 2d’s rec- 
ord. In the first place she _ had 
freshened five times at the age of 
6 yrs. and 5 mo. She had had but 
little or no rest between her lacta- 
tions. She had not laid on fat for 
record making. Consequently her 
percent butter fat was not abnormal- 
ly high, but average, viz: 3.44. It 
was higher for the 30 days than for 
the highest 7 days. She was run for 
40 days and record for the last 30 
days was higher than the first 30. A 
study of the reports will show the 
records of most, of the other great

Hoxie, and Mr. M. H. Gardner, have 
always insisted and never more than 
of late that the  Holstein-Friesian 
should not be made a _ high-percent 
butter-fat and low-milk-yield-cow. 

But this is not all to be noted in 
favor of her record. During her test 
she was fed on timothy hay. The en- 
silage ran out in the middle of the 
test. Visitors were allowed in the 
barns and some days as high as 50 
people poured in around her to gawk 
and talk and scare her up. When 
such crowds came she showed it in 
lighter records. In some of our great 
dairy barns “No Visitors are Allow- 
ed” during testing. She was kept in 
an old fashioned, home-made, rigid 
stanchion, not in an easy well bedded 
box-stall. More than this she was 
suffering at the time from  hoofail 
and much of the time stood on three 
feet, lifting the fourth again and 
again from the floor. When her foot 
was most inflamed her record was not 
so good. Finally her owner and tes- 
tor was young at the business. Ac- 
cordingly, when all the facts are tak- 
en into account, it is no boast to say 
that De Kol Queen LaPolka 2d is the 
greatest cow of the breed. 

Likewise this bull whose picture 
graces the cover page of this issue

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DIFFERENCE IN COWS. 


There is a vast difference between 
the profits yielded by the common 
cow and those of the cow whose an- 
cestors have been noted for economi- 
cal production for hundreds of years. 
There is no disputing the fact that 
the profitable dairy cow is a source 
of large, regular and sure profits, and 
a conserver and restorer of fertility, 
but do you know the difference be- 
tween profitable and unprofitable 
dairying? Hereit.is in a nutshell: A 
cow eats a certain amount of the 
proper food and produces a certain 
amount of the milk. Some cows are 
capable of producing more milk from 
a given quantity of feed than others. 
In fact, some cows produce ten times 
more milk than others, and milk of 
nearly the same degree of richness. 
A cow consuming the same amount of 
food that the average dairy cow con- 
sumes and producing 350 gallons of 
milk per year produces it at a cost 
of 23 cents per gallon; a cow produc- 
ing 470 gallons of milk per year pro- 
duces it at a cost of 20.5 cents per 
gallon; a cow producing 710 gallons 
per year produces it at a cost of 14.5 
cents per gallon; a cow producing 
830 gallons per year produces it at a 
cost of 12 cents per gallon, and a cow 
that gives 950 gallons of milk in one 
year produces it for 9.5 cents per 
gallon, And so we might go on until 


we reach the production of Colantha 
4th’s Johanna, who, in one year, pro- 
duced 3,190 gallons of milk. If fed 
the same ration as the average cow 
she would have produced this pro- 
digious amount for 2.7 cents per gal- 
lon. However, this does not hold true 
beyond a production of 900 or 1,000 
gallons, for the reason that animals 
producing such large amounts require 
an extra amount of feed and care.— 
Professor Oscar Eff.

always results in under nuirition. The 
heifer raised largely upon pasture 
and scantily fed would likewise suffer 
from under nutrition, and while she 
would have the dairy habit as strong- 
ly as if she had been abundantly fe:l, 
she would not be in the dest condition 
for the development of that habit. 
Both the heifer calving too early and 
the heifer scantily fed would have 
by heredity such dairy qualities as 
were possessed by their ancestors, 
but they would be stunted by the im- 
proper treatment to such an extent as 
to interfere with proper development. 

One of the first Holstein-Friesian 
cows to make a yearly record was 
Belle Sarcastic that produced during 
her second lactation period 632.78 Ibs. 
fat from 21,075.8 Ibs. milk; and that 
her dairy habit was not impaired by 
liberal feeding is best shown by quot- 
ing from Prof. Clinton D. Smith: “As 
a young heifer, Belle was decidedly 
beefy, broad across the shoulders, and 
steer-like in general contour. After 
beginning to give milk, however, the 
inherited dairy temperament (habit) 
manifested itself until, at the present 
time, her general form approximates 
somewhat closely to the ideal dairy 
type.” In the appendix of his work 
on Feeding Animals, Henry Stewart 
gives a very interesting and instruc- 


tive account of his experiments in the 
development of latent characteristics 
iby proper nutrition. 

The high average of production of 
Holstein-Friesian cows is due to en- 
vironment and the long continued ef- 
forts of generation after generation 
of men with cattle as their chief 
source of livelihood; ‘the environment 
and the efforts having established 
and developed the inherent tendency 
to milk production. There could be 
no inherent tendency to milk produc- 
tion beyond the need of the calf till 
such tendency was established by the 
efforts of the owners. The dairy 
habit has become inherent in the 
breed, the development of this habit 
in the individuals of the breed rest- 
ing upon their owners. To what ex- 
tent this development may yet be 
carried is yet problematical; but the 
wonderful records for short and long 
time constantly being made show that 
the limit of production is far from 
being reached.
